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I, Nobuyoshi Shimizu a citizen of Japan declare that: 

I was educated in Japan, received PhD degree in Molecular Biology from Nagoya 
University (1970), employed as postdoctoral research fellow at University of 
California San Diego and Yale University (1971-1977), engaged in University of 
Arizona as Professor (1977-1983) and currently Professor and Chairman of 
Department of Molecular Biology, Keio University School of Medicine, Japan. 

That I have read and understood the specification of US patent application 
09/508,658. 

At the time that the priority application Fl 973762 was being prepared for 
filing, a typographical error was made. The error that was made appears in the 
published specification of the PCT application (publication number 
W099/15559) at page 5, line 24 and page 8, lines 26-27. The error is that the 
mutation is incorrectly positioned at amino acid 42 and is also incorrectly 
identified as the mutation K42E. The mutation is in fact at amino acid position 83 
and it is mutation K83E (83 for the amino acid at position 83). 

The inventors noted the mistake in the description only when they were 
submitting the manuscript for the article "Positional cloning of the APECED 
gene", Nature Genetics, 1997 Dec; 17(4):393-8). Acopy of the article is attached. 
The article was published after the filing of Finnish patent application Fl 973762.
